The testing file has been leas simple 
than one would expect, and machine 
testing, substituted a few years ago 
for hand testing by ex p e rt workmen, 
has given results far from uniform. 
It has condemned m any files known to 
be good.

W. Ripper, British enigneer, reports 
th at many experiments 
have 
been 
made, and that some have given nor­ 
mal results, while others have shown 
extraordinary differences in the cut­ 
ting power of tiles appearing to be 
exactly alike, and even of the opposite 
sides of the same file. 
The conclusion 
has been reached th a t filing in one 
groove seems occasionally to develop 
a resistan t glaze on th e work, prevent­ 
ing fu rth er cutting, or a t least retard­ 
ing it. 
To remedy this, the machine 
has been given an addition causing the 
file to change its path from stroke to 
stroke, as in hand filing, and the re­ 
sult is much greater apparent accuracy 
in th e tests made. 
A novel dental surgery has attracted

Dental Exhibition in London.

m inent part of the equipm ent has been 
a m aple switchboard w ith aluminum 
fittings, the dozen or 
more' switches 
controlling the electric current

such novel appliances as an electrical 
m outh lamp, an electric cauter, for 
cutting away the overgrowth of guns, 
an electrical heater for keeping anti­ 
septic solutions at blood temperature, 
an electric root-drier, an electric hot- 
air syringe for m assaging diseased 
gums and at the same time spraying 
them with antiseptics, an electric air 
compressor, on electric lathe, and so 
on. 
A new German induction coil sur­ 
passes the famous Spottishwood coil 
and gives a spark 50 inches long.

requires a current of 30 amperes at 
110 volte. 
The iron core is 80-. inches 
long; the primary coil consists of 6 
layers of copper tape, 
making alto­ 
geth er 792 turns, and the secondary 
coil contains 100 miles of copper wire 
about 1-100 of an inch in thickness, 
¡¡Moving x-ray pictures have 
been 
given special attention by J. Carvallo, 
of th e Marey Institute in Paris, and he 
claims to have overcome the difficul­ 
ties, including that of producing in­ 
stantaneous impressions on the photo­ 
graphic film. 
He 
has 
successfully 
shown the 
digestive 
processes 
of 
chickens, mice, frogs and other ani­ 
mals. 
The food of th e animals was 
mixed w ith basic bism uth nitrate, and 
special cinematographic apparatus was 
devised for taking and reproducing the 
successive views of th e stomach and 
intestines during digestion. 
With this 
apparatus, exposures o f the interm it­ 
tently moving film can be made at in­ 
tervals varrying from th e small frac­ 
tion of a second to an hour, the pro­ 
cess being continued automaticaly for 
periods ranging up to a week or more.

Every little while you hear some 
knocker say that New Orleans is doing 
everything to get the big fair in 1915 
and that San Francisco is doing noth­ 
ing. This week there w-as generally 
circulated a story that it had been 
found by our Chamber of Commerce 
that 90 per cent of the big commer­ 
cial organizations of the country were 
tied up to New Orleans and that the 
other 10 per cent were non-committal. 
Now, there wasn’t any truth In that 
stoty, and there isn’t any truth in the 
statement that the New Orleans com­ 
mittee is doing far more effective work 
than is our own committee. Our com­ 
mittee is in reality doing much better 
work than the New Orleans committee 
But there is a great and powerful in­ 
fluence at work in favor of New Or­ 
leans, and it is that influence that must 
be fought hardest if we are to win. 
I refer to the influence of the Illinois 
Central, the Southern Railway and 
other railroad lines that would be spe­ 
cially benefited by having the fair at 
New Orleans. Our own Southern Pa­ 
cific has a terminus at New Orleans as 
well as at. San Francisco. So it is a 
good deal tied up. But the Western 
Pacific, Salt Lake road and Santa Fe 
are ii^a position to help us out a lot 
if they will pitch in and combat the in­ 
fluence of those Southern and Middle 
Western roads.—Oakland Tribune.

Foreclosed. 


On Saturday 
the 
mechanics 
and 
m iners’ liens against the property of 
the K eystone mine at A m ador City, 
were foreclosed. 
W. G Snyder repre­ 
sented 
the 
lienholders, 
about 
one 
hundred in number. 
T he Keystone 
and th e California Consolidated Mines 
Co. w as also represented by an attor 
ney, b u t no serious opposition was 
made to the priority of th e liens of 
the employed. 
It will be remembered 
that th e Keystone was operated by 
the Consolidated mines company, who 
purchased 
from J. 
M. 
McDonald 
under an agreement to pay 
the pur 
chase price in instalments. 
The ven­ 
dor h ad a lien upon the m ine for the 
large sum still due upon 
the pur­ 
chase price, and the question arose as 
to which lien should take precendence. 
But it was discovered th a t there was 
nothing to be gained by pressing til's 
priority m atter in behalf o f the vendor, 
because the miners and o th er workmen 
should huve the prior rig h t to collect 
wages to the extent of $100 each. 
So 
it was deemed best to let th e employes 
foreclose their liens. Tne to ta l amount 
of th ese claims will foot up nearly 
$15,000. 
This amount the other claim­ 
ants will have to pay before they can 
acquire title through their own 
liens. 
It is expected that the property will 
be sold to satisfy these liens. 
There 
is no doubt the claims will be paid be­ 
fore th e statute lim itations expires.

Surveying Parties. 


Two surveying parties h ave been at 
work during the past w eek 
around 
Pine Cirove and Volcano. 
They are 
very ailent as to their purposes. 
It is 
believed that one party is in the in­ 
terest o f the proposed schem e to make 
a reservoir out of Volcano basin, for 
power and irrigation purposes. 
The 
dam would be over 100 fee t high, and 
the reservoir when full would cover an 
area o f about two square miles, with 
an av erag e depth of w ater of 80 feet, 
It is claimed the storage 
would te 
sufficient to maintain a constant flow 
of several thousand inches. 
The o th er surveying p arty is said to 
be in th e interest of the projected ex­ 
tension of the railroad to 
the timber

Al Costly Prisoner 


A ugust Borello, convicted of arson 
in se ttin g fire to the Sum m it house on 
Sutter Hill over two and a half yeais 
ago, is still confined in the county jail 
aw aiting the outcome of his appeal to 
the suprem e court. 
He w as convicted 
over tw o years ago. 
H is 
attorney 
took an appeal to the d istrict court of 
appeals. 
That tribunal rendered a de­ 
cision sustaining the lower court. The 
attorney for defendant was not content 
to let it go at that. 
He appealed for 
rehearing of the case by th e supreme 
court and the outcome of t h a t appeal 
is now awaited. The main point upon 
which a reversal of the judgm ent is 
fisked 
is based upon the ta ctics of the 
prosecution in extorting from the ac­ 
cused a so-called confession by the 
sw eating process. 
This case furnishes 
a rem arkable instance of th e evil of 
sw eating prisoners. 
Since his convic­ 
tion Borello has been a charge upon 
the county for more than 
tw o years. 
His board alone, at 75c p e r day, has 
cost th e taxpayers close to $600, and 
the end is not yet. 
T his serves to 
show t h a t the third degree or any 
other degree of sweating accused per- 
sjr.s is not only beneath th e dignity of 
the people of the state, 
b u t that it 
does n o t pay.

A fter a very prosperous run 
the 
Tiger creek saw mill, belonging to the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Com pany, will 
shut dow n to-morrow. 
They

employed about 60 men all told during 
the sum m er. 
With up-to-date methods 
of carrying on the lum ber 
biioiness, 
they h a v e turned out a v a s t quantity 
of lum ber estimated at several million 
feet, which has been piled up in the 
company yardB at the m outh of Tiger 
creek, about four miles fro m the saw 
mill. 
The lumber, as fa s t as it is cut, 
is hauled to the 
yard 
by 
Swift's 
teams. 
From the yards it is floated in 
the ditch to the points w here needed. 
The lum ber cut is exclusively for the 
use of the company along the lines of 
its canals and at the pow er house. 
One se a so n ’s run is calculated to laBt 
the com pany for three or 
four years.
